Knesset unit backs Speaker 
in row with Treasury 


Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 

The Knesset Finance Committee 
has supported the stand of Speaker 
Yisrael Yeshayahu that the ‘Trea- 
sury should not intervene in the 
parliament's budget considerations. 

But this support is far from 
unanimous. Committee members of 
the same party differed with each 
cther, with some criticizing size of 
the Knesset administration. 

After hearing the Speaker's re- 
port on some cuts already institu- 
ted, the committee on Tuesday ap- 
Polnted a subcommittee {jointly 
with members of the Knesset Com- 
mittee) to examine possible further 
cuts “in consideration of the Speak- 
ΕΓΒ suggestions.” The committee's 
communique on ‘Tueadey concluded 
with a reiteration that the “Govern- 


ment has no authority to determine .tary, 


anything concerned with the (Knes- 
set) budge’ and that the letter 
from the Treasury to the Knesset 
Secretary, asking for a budget re- 
duction, had#bean contrary to this 


principle. 

The controversy, which arose when 
the Treasury reported to the Fin- 
ance Committee that the Knesset 
refused a recommendation to reduce 
expenditures ‘by ILiLim., has still 
not been resolved. The Speaker re- 
portedly plans to take up the mat- 
ter with Finance Minister Yehoshua 
Rablnowitz when the latter returns 
from the U.S. 

At Tuesday's committee session, 
Speaker Yeshayahu reported a pro- 
Rramme of cuts totalling under 
750,000. While he receive support 
from Yohanan Bader, MK (Likud), 
another Likud member, Haim Korfu, 
criticized the Knesset budget as ex- 
cessive. He pointed out that the 
Knesset administration had grown 
from one Clerk, who had one secre- 
, to three bureaus (Speaker's,

8. secretarial staff of some 13 to 15.

The past three winters 
have been bad ones for the banana 
because of cold weather 
» Mr. Gores observed. 
The last time I wrote about 
fruits, and my own poor ex- 
perience in freezing bananas, I 
received letters from two readers 
who told me how to do it: You 
should peel the bananas; and you 
can ever put a stick in them, so 
that they emerge from the freezer 
as a nutritious popsicle — or ice-, 
lolly, depending on the form of 
English you speak.

As for rez] pineapples, a few 
are grown in Israel, but only un- 
der cover and sometimes artifici- 
‘ally warmed. Our climate and soil 
are ‘not too favourable for them, 
and they are likely to remain a 
rare luxury item, appearing on 
the market sporadically. Just as 
ur climate is a bit too cool for 
pineapples, it is a bit too warm for 
cherries and berries (except for 
strawberries, which are, anyway, 
classified as a “vegetable” for 
agricultural and commercial] pur- 
poses. So are melons, by the way.)

Eaten fresh and cold, it is ‘“‘ex- 
tremely refreshing on a hot day," 
says Mr. Gores, who sees it as a 
good potential export item for 
Israel. Several local growers are 
working on an improved strain of 
the small, oval fruit, which has a 
rough red skin and white fruit 
with a large seed. ‘‘We are work- 
ing to develop a smaller seed," 
Mr. Gores disclosed. 


ANOTHER immigrant to Israel 
recently is the Chinese gooseberry 
— algo called the kiwi" after the 
long-beaked bird from New 
Zealand, from whence the fruit 
comes. This is a large egg-shaped 
fruit, said to resemble the 
strawberry in flavour. It is eaten 
with a spoon. Like the lychee, it is 
primarily ἃ summer fruit — and it 
would be better for export if we 
could develop it for growth here in 
other seasons, since there are so 
many competing summer fruits 
on the European market. 
Although the consumer may 
treat the avocado as a vegetable, 
the industry considers it a fruit, 
and it is being increasingly ex- 
panded as a hot export item from 
Israel to England and continental 
Europe, We are the only major 
grower in the Mediterranean 
region, and our main competitors 
are Martinique at the beginning of 
our season (mid-September) and 
South Africa, toward the end of 
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‘our season (April-May). What we, 
get to eat here in Israel are the 
avocados which aren't fit to 
travel — though they seem quite 
adequate quality for the home 
market.

But 
prices are high — because, so I'm 
told, of the relatively low yield per 
dunam. Green almonds in season 
(early summer) are much 
cheaper than the dried ones, 
which require more labour. 
Walnuts are harder to grow in 
Israel, but experiments are being 
done in our mountainous regions. 
So are-experiments with pistachio 
trees, which should prove 
successful, since they are grown 
abundantly in neighbouring Syria 
— and are known locally as 
“fistuk Halabi.” Meanwhile, the 
walnuts and pistachio nuts we buy 
here are virtually all imported — 
and consequently expensive:
